THE GOOD KIND OF BAD 

SAY GOODBYE TO THE BEARS’ CHANCES OF GOING WINLESS IN 2016

There were a few bad omens heading 
into Sunday’s Bears game against De- 
troit. They had lost six straight to the 
Lions and had dropped six straight 
home games. 

Fortunately for Chicago fans, both 
streaks are over thanks to the Bears’ 
17-14 win on Sunday 

“{It} feels great, just because I know 
how good of a team we are,” receiver 
Eddie Royal said. “It’s been frustrating 
losing games when we know that we’re 
a lot better than that.” 

More to the point, “bad” is a good 
thing in the right context, once you 
get past a few negative aspects from 
Sunday’s game. 

BAD PLANNING 

Remember when Jordan Howard left 
the game briefly in the first quarter? 
According to the Bears radio broadcast 
on 780-AM, the rookie running back was 
not wearing an athletic supporter and 


took a shot to the man zone. Dude, in 
a brutal game like football, you cannot 
take those kinds of chances. 

BAD TO THE BONE 

Despite his injury and questionable uni- 
form choices, Howard was in beast mode 
Sunday. He rushed for 111 yards on 23 car- 
ries and had three catches for 21 yards. 

“He’s huge,” Royal said of Howard. “I saw 
it in training camp; I thought, This kid’s 
going to be a great player for us.’ Just his 
physical nature running the ball, defenses 
are going to get tired of tackling him.” 

BADASS 

Receiver Alshon Jeffery had a ho-hum 
game (3 catches, 46 yards). However, 
those stats were enough to make him 
the first Bears wide receiver this century 
to compile more than 4,000 receiving 
yards. He now has 4,045 in his career. 

BAD BLOOD 

Connor Barth is not doing much to get 
on Bears fans’ good side. The kicker 
missed a relatively short field goal in 
the home opener, prompting “Robbie!” 


chants in hopes that the Bears would 
re-sign fan favorite Robbie Gould (they 
didn’t). Fast-forward to Sunday, when 
Barth pushed a 50-yarder wide, and only 
an interception by the Bears in the wan- 
ing moments of the first half kept that 
mistake from hurting even more. 

BAD CALLS 

There were two on the same drive by 
John Fox in the second quarter. First, the 
Bears coach lost a challenge on a pass 
to Kevin White that was ruled incom- 
plete. Several plays later, Joique Bell was 
stuffed on fourth-and-1 at the Lions’ 36, 
turning the ball over on downs. 

BAD KARMA 

This came in the form of penalties. Bears 
defensive linemen Cornelius Washington 
and Willie Young both committed 
infractions in the second quarter that 
inched the Lions upfield, and they 
capitalized with a field goal. Those are 
the kinds of miscues that can haunt you 
later. Fortunately for Washington, he 
erased some of the bad vibes with a sack 
in the fourth quarter. 


BAD ANKLE 

Being totally literal with this one. White 
left the game in the third quarter with an 
ankle injury and did not return. 

BAD EGG 

Early in the fourth quarter, a fan ran onto 
the field, completed a 45-yard route and 
was squashed by security after sliding 
near midfield. This runner happened to 
be wearing a gorilla suit and an “All Lives 
Matter” T-shirt, though we won’t make 
any political interpretations here. 

BAD MAMMA JAMMA 

Two Bears in particular deserve this dis- 
tinction: Brian Hoyer and Eddie Royal. The 
former threw for 302 yards and two touch- 
downs and did not turn the ball over. The 
latter hauled in seven passes for 111 yards 
and a TD. One of Royal’s highlights was a 
64-yard reception on third-and-11 that set 
up the Bears’ second touchdown. 

A few more games like that and fans 
will start forgetting the Bears began the 
season 0-3.

T ssa Rae is done up like a star, which makes sense because that’s what she is. The 31-year-old 
plays the lead in the new HBO series “Insecure,” premiering Oct. 9, but she also created and co- 
wrote the damn thing, so this is sort of her moment. 


At the show’s premiere in the Chicago 
Cultural Center, there are reporters, cameras 
and a literal red carpet rolled out for Rae. 
She’s dressed accordingly in a striking green 
dress, and at first it’s hard to imagine this 
woman became famous for a web series 
called “The Misadventures of an Awkward 
Black Girl.” But then you see that instead of 
the requisite pair of heels, she’s rocking a pair 
of black Converse, and you realize the awk- 
ward is probably still in there somewhere. 

The journey from ‘Awkward” to “Inse- 
cure” wasn’t quick or easy The success of 
the web series led her to pitch an idea called 
“I Hate L.A. Dudes” to Shonda Rhimes in 
2012, but then the pilot didn’t get picked up. 
Rae has said that she felt like she lost her 
creative voice in that process by trying to 
please so many different people— a mistake 
she didn’t want to repeat with “Insecure.” 

‘Any time where I’m not certain of the 
story that I’m telling,” Rae said of when she 
has to take a step back. ‘Any time you ask 
me a question about a particular character 
and I can’t answer it, or any time you ask me 
plot-wise where something is going and I’m 
not certain in the world that I’m trying to 
build, I will always have to have conversa- 
tions with myself where I can acknowledge 
{that}. So you’re talking to yourself a lot.” 

Not that talking to herself is something 
new for Rae. ‘Awkward Black Girl” was 
narrated by the internal monologues of her 
alter ego, and “Insecure” shares plenty of 
DNA with the web series. Her character, 
also named Issa, says her co-workers treat 
her like the token black person with all the 
answers. She tells them she doesn’t know 
when they ask her what “on fleek” means. “I 
know what that {bleep} means,” she says in 
voiceover. “But being aggressively passive is 
what I do best.” 

The concept behind both ‘Awkward 
Black Girl” and “Insecure” was that black 
women are often cast in roles that are 
sassy motherly or angry but are rarely cast 
as quirky or awkward. Rae has been clear 
from the start that “Insecure” is not a 
show meant to speak for all black 
women— it’s specific to one black 
woman’s experience. 

“Too often, when there’s just

T ssa Rae is done up like a star, which makes sense because that’s what she is. The 31-year-old 
plays the lead in the new HBO series “Insecure,” premiering Oct. 9, but she also created and co- 
wrote the damn thing, so this is sort of her moment. 


At the show’s premiere in the Chicago 
Cultural Center, there are reporters, cameras 
and a literal red carpet rolled out for Rae. 
She’s dressed accordingly in a striking green 
dress, and at first it’s hard to imagine this 
woman became famous for a web series 
called “The Misadventures of an Awkward 
Black Girl.” But then you see that instead of 
the requisite pair of heels, she’s rocking a pair 
of black Converse, and you realize the awk- 
ward is probably still in there somewhere. 

The journey from ‘Awkward” to “Inse- 
cure” wasn’t quick or easy The success of 
the web series led her to pitch an idea called 
“I Hate L.A. Dudes” to Shonda Rhimes in 
2012, but then the pilot didn’t get picked up. 
Rae has said that she felt like she lost her 
creative voice in that process by trying to 
please so many different people— a mistake 
she didn’t want to repeat with “Insecure.” 

‘Any time where I’m not certain of the 
story that I’m telling,” Rae said of when she 
has to take a step back. ‘Any time you ask 
me a question about a particular character 
and I can’t answer it, or any time you ask me 
plot-wise where something is going and I’m 
not certain in the world that I’m trying to 
build, I will always have to have conversa- 
tions with myself where I can acknowledge 
{that}. So you’re talking to yourself a lot.” 

Not that talking to herself is something 
new for Rae. ‘Awkward Black Girl” was 
narrated by the internal monologues of her 
alter ego, and “Insecure” shares plenty of 
DNA with the web series. Her character, 
also named Issa, says her co-workers treat 
her like the token black person with all the 
answers. She tells them she doesn’t know 
when they ask her what “on fleek” means. “I 
know what that {bleep} means,” she says in 
voiceover. “But being aggressively passive is 
what I do best.” 

The concept behind both ‘Awkward 
Black Girl” and “Insecure” was that black 
women are often cast in roles that are 
sassy motherly or angry but are rarely cast 
as quirky or awkward.

Emporium Arcade Bar 

1366 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-697-7922 
The setting: A crowded two-room 
playland of pinball and arcade 
games in Wicker Park. Ordering 
pizza here feels like the adult 
equivalent of Chuck E. Cheese’s. “I 
think it’s just easy and convenient 
and quick, and you can just pick 
up a slice and eat it really fast and 
then go play some games,” beer 
director Jared Saul said. “Anything 
you have to use a fork or knife for 
takes away from your, No. 1, drinking 
time and, No. 2, game-playing time. 
It’s also something people can group 
around.” 

Who goes there: An animated Blue 
Line crowd filling the bar stools, 
punching buttons on Frogger and 
head-bobbing to a live band. 

Order from: Piece Brewery 
and Pizzeria (1927 W. North Ave. 
773-772-4422), known for its New 
Haven-style thin crust and create- 
your-own topping combinations. 
(The only preset pie is Hot Doug’s 
Atomic Sausage pizza, made with 
caramelized onions, pepper jack and 
spicy sausage, courtesy of former 
Hot Doug’s owner Doug Sohn.) 

Try: Red sauce with pepperoni 
and banana peppers, or barbecue 
sauce with chicken, bacon and red 
onion ($12.49-$18.49 plus $2-$3 per 
topping). 

Pairing: Leisure Rules ($6), a slightly 
tart ale brewed for Emporium by 
4 Hands Brewing Co., plays well 
with the pepperoni and peppers, 

Saul said. To match “those deep, 
rich flavors of barbecue,” Saul 
recommended Revolution’s Eugene 
porter ($6). 

Beermiscuous 

2812 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-698-6824 
The setting: A craft beer-centric 
hangout with a cafe vibe near the 
intersection of Lincoln and Racine 
avenues and Diversey Parkway in 
Lakeview. 

Who goes there: Freelancers and 
remote workers sipping from tulip 
glasses and tapping on laptops, and 
beer fans looking for a switch from 
the usual bar scene. 

Order from: Gino’s East of Chicago 
(2801 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-327-3737). 
Right across the street, this is the 
most obvious choice-and you can 
even save a few bucks if you pop 
out to pick it up yourself between 
rounds. 

Try: Indulgent deep-dish pies, such 
as the salty, juicy Chi-talian Stallion, 
with Italian beef, giardiniera and 
roasted sweet peppers ($22-$29), or 
the Classic Patty Sausage ($17.75- 
$27.50), a Gino’s signature topped 




with a disk of sausage that extends 
from crust to crust. 

Pairing: These rich, fatty Chicago- 
style pies call for a refreshing beer 
with a little hop character, said Austin 
Harvey, beer buyer at Beermiscuous. 
That could be a German-style pilsner 
such as Metropolitan Flywheel 
($5.95) or Half Acre Pony ($6.95), or a 
lighter session IPA or pale ale such as 
Brickstone Brewery’s APA ($4.95). 

Guthries Tavern 

1300 W. Addison St. 773-477-2900 
The setting: An ivy-covered 
neighborhood bar halfway between 
Wrigleyville and Southport in 
Lakeview. 

Who goes there: Multigenerational 
groups discussing their first 
experiences drinking alcohol, 
couples playing board games, a 
neighborhood regular stopping in 
for a drink on the way home from the 
airport, rolling suitcase and all. 

Order from: Dimo’s Pizza (3463 
N. Clark St. 773-525-4580), a 
Wrigleyville pizzeria known for 
its oversize thin-crust slices with 
unorthodox topping combinations. 

Try: The Chicken ’n’ Waffles, with 
cream sauce instead of tomato 
sauce, topped with fried chicken, 
mozzarella, waffle bits, melted 
butter and maple syrup; or the 
most popular Dimo’s pie, The Mac, 
dressed with macaroni and a quartet 


of cheeses, including smoked 
provolone, Parmesan, and mild and 
smoked Cheddars ($14-$28 each). 

Pairing: Fried chicken and 
Champagne are a classic 
combination; while there’s no actual 
sparkling wine from the Champagne 
region on the short but serviceable 
wine list here, try a split of the 
Segura Viudas brut cava ($7.50). The 
bubbles also play off the creamy mac 
’n’ cheese. 

Fireside Bowl 

2648 W. Fullerton Ave. 773-486-2700 
The setting: A Logan Square 
bowling alley and bar where the 
bartenders are alternately gruff 
and sweet, depending on the day. 

The Budweiser lamp with rotating 
Clydesdales above the bar is a 
must-see. 


Who goes there: Bearded 
20-something dudes, young couples 
and bowling leagues passing around 
pitchers of beer. 

Order from: Dante’s Pizzeria, 
which serves New York-style pies 
with massive, foldable slices and- 
in a nod to the name-devilishly 
spicy toppings. Fireside is pretty 
much equidistant from its two 
locations in Logan Square (3028 W. 
Armitage Ave. 773-342-0002) and 
Avondale (2825 N. Milwaukee Ave. 
773-384-8888). 

Try: The Virgil ($25), a briny, tangy 
blend of black and green olives and 
salami, or for spice lovers, the Inferno 
($29), with pepperoni, bacon, garlic, 
sausage, red onion and three kinds 
of peppers: poblano, jalapeno and 
banana. 


Pairing: Ask your bartender for a 
pairing suggestion here and you 
might get a raised eyebrow. Order 
your favorite mass-market domestic 
to wash down the spice-a bottle 
of Miller High Life ($4) is always 
appropriate.

Who goes there: Couples nursing 
pints and snacking on pretzel sticks, 
snifter-sipping dudes in mechanic’s 
shirts who definitely don’t look to be 
actual mechanics and a few outliers 
ordering mixed drinks instead of 
beer. 

Order from: Paladino’s Pizza House 
1647 (1647 W. Cortland St. 773-252- 
3500), a Bucktown pizzeria from 
Club Lucky owner Bobby Paladino. 

Try: The signature Paladino ($13.20- 
$21.20), topped with onion, Romano 
and mozzarella cheeses, crushed 
red pepper and double housemade 
Italian sausage.

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‘Westworld’ is TV’s next big game changer

HBO swings big. That has been its brand 
since the days of “It’s not television, it’s 
HBO.” Television eventually caught up, which 
meant HBO had to swing bigger; it is not 
built for, or on, a slate of solid but not spec- 
tacular shows. It is a premium cable channel, 
which means it needs to bring the premium. 

So when an HBO series fails, it fails hard. 

But when it connects, well, hits like “Game 
of Thrones,” “Veep” and “Last Week Tonight 
With John Oliver” don’t just sweep up Emmys, 
they change the nature of television. 

“Westworld” is television’s next big game 
changer, a great, multilayered tapestry of ac- 
tion and unexpected analysis made hypnotic 
by creators Jonathan Nolan and Lisa Joy and 
a cast that includes Anthony Hopkins, Jeffrey 
Wright, James Marsden, Ed Harris, Thandie 
Newton and Evan Rachel Wood, 

It isn’t just great television, it’s vivid, thought- 
provoking television that entertains even as it 
examines the darker side of entertainment. 

What happens? 

Like the 1973 Michael Crichton film on which 
it is based, “Westworld” imagines a future in 
which artificial intelligence technology has 
reached such near-perfection that an alterna- 
tive-world theme park populated by androids 


is possible. Wealthy visitors to Westworld pay 
handsomely to fully immerse themselves in 
an Old West experience. Shootouts, treasure 
hunts, bar fights and of course plenty of brothel 
action— I did mention HBO, right?— are all 
made available through an exquisitely orches- 
trated series of narratives acted out day after 
day by androids so real it can seem unsettling. 

Something is going to go wrong, of course. 
Indeed, the 75-minute premiere opens with 
the assumption of trouble. In a dark and 
futuristic space, a naked, blank-faced android 
named Dolores (Wood) is put back “online” 
so she can be asked if she has ever questioned 
her reality When she says no, she is asked 
what she thinks of that reality and, slipping 
into character, she tells us. 

We enter the park, and the narrative, ac- 
companied by Dolores, an artistic, optimistic 
rancher’s daughter who sees the good in all 
people, including “the newcomers.” 

That would be the paying guests who are 
there, as often as not, to engage in violent, 
predatory acts including torture, murder 
and rape, over which they need feel no guilt 
because their victims are not real. 

“Or are they?” is the obvious next ques- 
tion, the premise that drives virtually every 
artificial intelligence narrative. Dolores and 
her fellow hosts are rebooted at the end of 


every narrative, their memories wiped clean; 
when they malfunction or are no longer 
needed, they are put into cold storage. 

But the park’s master designer, Dr. Robert 
Ford (Hopkins), clearly has complicated feel- 
ings about his creations and their increasing 
perfection. Humanity he tells his acolyte 
Bernard (Wright), evolved out of mistakes; 
like the Zen masters who introduce a flaw 
into a perfect painting to create beauty, Ford 
believes perfection is not just meaningless 
but the end of meaning itself. 

What’s good? 

For all its sci-fi accoutrement and “Hunger 
Games” vibe, “Westworld” is a showcase of 
splendid performances. Watching Hopkins 
and Wright, separately but especially together, 
is reason enough for excitement. Wood and 
Newton are mesmerizing as they slide from 
machine to human and back again. 

Not content with just adding dimension 
to the familiar question “What makes us hu- 
man?”, Nolan and Joy turn the conceit upside- 
down and sideways. The immediate storyline 
may tease an exploration of what would hap- 
pen if the robots gained consciousness, but the 
real concern is how the humans lost theirs. 

Westworld is a park that is limited only 
by “your imagination,” but the imaginations 


that arrive seem overwhelmingly brutal and 
bloodthirsty As in the film, a black-clad gun- 
slinger plays a key role, but where Yul Bryn- 
ner played a robot run amok, in the series, 

Ed Harris’ near identical figure is very much 
human, murdering and raping as he goes. 

The violence of early scenes, including an 
implied rape that provoked criticism at this 
summer’s Television Critics Assn, press tour, is 
far from gratuitous; indeed, it is the opposite. 
As “Westworld” unfolds, it questions its own 
existence— why do we enjoy expressing and 
experiencing such terrible things? Is it away of 
exploring/relieving our darker impulses or are 
we simply feeding and celebrating them? Are 
we the stories we tell, the images we seek out, 
the games we love to play? 

All this within a story that twists and turns 
with plot and intrigues with character devel- 
opment. And that’s why HBO, for all its mis- 
steps and flameouts, with all the increased 
competition, remains unique. 

Final verdict 

Having taken the lion’s share of criticism for 
television’s increased willingness to create 
worlds in which murder, torture and rape occur 
with alarming regularity HBO offers a series 
that acknowledges the danger of such things 
and is prepared to explore what it all means.
